OBSERVATIONS AT THE SOUTH. 

Mr. Editor:— Several individuals from 
this town have spent the past year in the 
slaveholding States, and having recently re¬ 
turned, a meeting was holden last evening in 
the Congregational meeting-house at Litch¬ 
field eoruer-to hear what report they might 
be nble to make of the workings of sla very on 
Its own son. I say on its oten sail, because 
the soil so often and deeply stained by the 
mingled sweat, tears and blood of slavery’s 
victims, may well be claimed by slavery’s 
sons. If any class of people at the south are 
entitled of right to claim the soil, on which 
they tread, it is surely that class who have 
worked that soil so long—who have cleared it 
with their own unrequited toil—who have 
cultivated it year after year with their own 
—often manacled hands—and who. have wa¬ 
tered it with their own tears, yea and blood 

The meeting was called to order—Elder 
Quinam of the Freewill baptist church cho¬ 
sen Moderator—and Secretary appointed— 
prayer offered by Rev. Mr. Davis. A young 
man was then called upon who had spent the 
last year in Kentucky. He remarked that he 
had never had any personal knowledge of sla¬ 
very until the last year. He would endeavor 
to give his “first impressions.” but language 
would fail him, in which to describe the scene 
of deep and utter degradation, made upon his 
own mind by the sight of the first slave he 
ever saw. Such indescribable, crouching ser¬ 
vility,-he had hardly supposed a human 

being could be reduced to such a state of ab¬ 
solute degradation. He stopped in a family 
in Louisville in which was a servant girl of j 
more than ordinary intelligence—the proper¬ 
ty of a Presbyterian Elder, and let by her 
owner to the family in which he was foi 1 
time residing in. He of course had no 
versation with the servants, but one dt 
she came into the dining room to remove the 
dinner table, all the members of the family 
having left the room but himself, the girl 
marked, with a deep sigh, that Christmas j 
near at hand, and she was very sorry. 

And why, he inquired, are you sorry that 
Christmas is so near? Is it not a kind of hol¬ 
iday? “Yes,” she replied, with deep emo¬ 
tion, “but I am sorry it is coming—for then I 
shall have to be hired out again for a year— 
or sold, and I don’t know what kind of hands 
1 shall fall into—and may be I will have to go 
away from all my relations—I don’t know' 
where—oh ! I am sorry that Christmas is so 
near.” I felt for once such a sinking of soul, 
as I can not describe. To see a human be¬ 
ing in such a state of anxiety and suspense— 
no permanent dwelling place—liable to be 
separated at any time from kindred and friends 
and all that earth holds dear—how could I 
help feeling for her—and deeply too. Oh! I 
felt as if I would like to point to her a land of 
freedom—I felt in my soul that she ought 
be free, and I wished she were. But 1 -said 
nothing—I dared not point the way to a land 
where friends may live together. Here 
inquiry was introduced—“but suppose y 
had told that slave how to find her way across 
the Ohio river, and to an asylum in Canada, 
do you think you would have done wrong?— 
Would your conscience accuse you ?” “No 
—no—my conscience says I would have done 
right. 1 believe l would thus have been do¬ 
ing God’s service.” He had conversed with 
many slaveholders—many ministers—espe¬ 
cially Methodist ministers. They did not 
belive slavery right—but they dared not say- 
so to their people. One minister told him 
that none but a slaveholder would say that 
slavery was right. That no man could hold 
slaves and preach the whole gospel. He can 
—dare preach only a part of it. No slave¬ 
holder can join the church—and enjoy relig¬ 
ion. He does not enjoy it—his conscience is 
ill at ease. Such is the testimony of ministers 
on the spot. One of the kindest masters he 
had ever seen, was so sure that his slaves 
would not leave him, that he offered to give 
27 slaves their freedom on condition of their 
going to Liberia, and pay $50 each for their 
passage thither. They every one joyfully ac¬ 
cepted the offer of freedom even on condition 
of expatriation. How much more welcome 
than would liberty be on their own soil. But 
we sometimes hear it said, “that the aboli¬ 
tionists defeat their own object.” I say no. 
Slaveholders are listening to their arguments. 
Hardly one in Kentucky but isconvinced that 
slavery is wrong. A methodist minister him¬ 
self, a slaveholder, did not believe a Chris¬ 
tian could enjoy religion and hold slaves.— 
•“Why do you not give it up then?” “Why, 
who would work for me?” Methodist min¬ 
isters generally feel that slavery is wrong, but 
dare not say much about it. * * * 

Here another gentleman who has had wid¬ 
er observation, and more experience in the 
slave States was called upon. He had seen 
and heard many bad things of slavery—don’t 
know any good things about it. It is only bad 
—and all had—bad in theory, and worse in 
practice. Slaves must be over-worked to 
keep them in subjection. Some horses are on¬ 
ly subdued by abuse. A slaveholder told him 
that they must work slaves hard in fair weath¬ 
er, and iu foul;—“They bad one breed of] 
slave that would die with consumption, if not 
worked in rainy days. 5 ’ The horn rings 

the cotton plantation as soon as it is light,et_ 

in the shortest days in November. Overseers 
have little or no feeling—are generally of the 
basest class of northeners or foreigners. Slave 
drivers say it is best to drive the slaves os hard 
as they can hear—and a little harder —that 
keeps them tame and pliable. One old man 
found fault with his driver for whipping too 
much—blit the driver thought it was best I 
whip, and did as he pleased—his employe, 
did not know how much he whipped. Have 
never seen much whipping myself—but know 
that there is still a good deal of it done. 

inter state slave trade is a very great cu_ 

the slave. He fears a southern cotton plan¬ 
tation as another hell. Have been in the 
room where a slave as white as myself (and 
that is not saying much) was sold to go down 
south. An old bachelor told me he had 
whipped his slave till the clotted blood hung 
like stalactics from his naked body,—then 
gave the slave his choice to stay with him, or 
be sold. He chose to be sold. The master 
went with his slave to Louisville to sell him 
for the southern market. When he saw the 
money counted out, his hard heart gave way, 
—he turned from the price of blood and wept. 
The men who speculate in slaves are among 
the most hardened men the earth contains. 

Why is Mississippi and Louisiana slavery 
so much worse than Kentucky slavery ? The 
plantations down south are large. Corn and 
meat for feeding, must be bought—of course | 
used sparingly;—the larger the number of 1 
slaves together, the more necessity is demand¬ 
ed to keep them in subjection. They are al¬ 
most exclusively under the direction and con¬ 
trol of the driver—the ovvuer perhap 
them once ^ - —— - A -- 


know but little of their treatment. 

Slaves are denied the protection of law. A 
slave was tried for stealing chickens. The 
only shadow of evidence against him was, 
that he had a little change. The presump¬ 
tion of the master was that lie stole the chick¬ 
ens and sold them. The slave was ready to 
show where he got his money, but not per¬ 
mitted so to do. No evidence was allowed 
on the part of the slave, * It was altogether an 
-xparte trial. The slave was compelled1 to 
he dumb, and sentenced to receive 29 lashes 
en the bare back. Sltwes are generally whip¬ 


ped naked. I saw the sentence executed, and 
really felt that it was one thing to hear of] 
slavery, and another, and a very different 
thing to bear the lash. 

Some whig slaveholders came to me with 
the voice of lamentation, when the report of 
Maine election reached Kentucky. With 
great disappointment they remarked—“ Why 
your whigs are coining up missing in Maine.” 
(1'hey are missing indeed, from the Whig 
party. But the Liberty party can tell what 
has become of them.) “The third party will 
ipoil our slavery.” One man said he didn’t 
:are how quick; “he wished it were done 
low. The third party will spoil us; 
shall have to give up our slavery. No 
take—the third party will rule—they have 
right on their side.” So the slaveholders 
reason. Perhaps some may think 1 am get- 
ig warm. But who of you that has a wife 
d family, can stand by a southern slave- 
market and see family after family sold for 
the far south, and sold not as families, but as 
individuals, and separated forever,—who that 
has a wife and family can behold such a scene 
and not feel , and keenly too. 

Here a gentleman was called upon who has 
spent several years in the Southern and Wes¬ 
tern States, and whose observation and intel¬ 
ligence in the anti-slavery enterprise render 
his opinions worthy of weight. He had care¬ 
fully watched the anti-slavery movement 
North and South from the outset. In the 
south he found within five or six years a great 
change in public sentiment. Slaveholders 
are more willing than formerly to converse on 
the subject,—generally ready to acknowledge 
the sin of slavery. When 1 first became ac¬ 
quainted in the slave States, this was not the 
case. They begin to see the evils of the sys¬ 
tem—its withering influences on the best in¬ 
terests of society. '1 he movements of the ab¬ 
olitionists have called their attention to the 
subject. They now begin to open their eyes 
—some of them are alarmed. It is sometimes 
said that the efforts of abolitionists have re¬ 
tarded the cause of emancipation. My obser¬ 
vation leads me to think very differently.— 
Synod of Kentucky last fall appointed a spe¬ 
cial committee to report on slavery. That 
committee reported “that slavery was wrong 
—and the church ought to be rid of it. r ‘ 
high time to have done with it.” Hav 
many slaveholders who are willing to g 
their slaves. Some anxious to do so, a 
as they can with safety. Many are anxiously 
looking to the North to devise some plausible 
measure of emancipation. They find difficul¬ 
ties in the way—public opinion against it—the 
laws of the South are against it,—don’t know 
how to live without slaves,—unwilling to 
trust in God and do right. Of the ills of sla¬ 
very, the half have not been told us. They 
cannot be portrayed;—language cannot de¬ 
scribe them. They are only told in all the 
pains and tears, and groans, and dying strife 
of injured innocence and helpless infancy, c 
der the absolute power of the oppressor. 
Slaves are whipped unmercifully, and son_ 
times actually murdered, and yet the master 
suffered to pass on unnoticed by the laws of] 
the land.

The master whipped, and 
whipped, and whipped—the slave still assert¬ 
ing his innocence, and the master finally whip¬ 
ped until literally the bowels of the slave 
gushed out. Such—such is slavery. It is 
sometimes said—“a negro has no soul—no 
feeling.” It is my opinion that negroes have 
souls-—human feeling—the common sympa¬ 
thies of humanity. l hey feel their wrongs, 
ve were to plaee ourselves in their stead, 
should feel more for them, 
lere the question was raised, as 
effect upon the south of political action, 
the sou th are very much afraid of that. They 
can stave off moral suasion, but political ac¬ 
tion is like a split stick on a horse’s tail—so 
near him he can’t kick it. ’1 here are strong 
zealous liberty men in the slave States—and 
they are at work. The W higs and Demo¬ 
ats say only go with us this time , and we 
ill go with you next time. But the Liberty 
3n turn round and say, we trusted you in 
1840—you deceived us—we will trust you no 
longer. Whigs and democrats in the south 
say that “something must be done, what we 
know not.” “This matter will come to a 
crisis soon. The Lord only knows what will 
be the result.” The slaveholders feel that 
they are in a bad case. Slaves are bad prop¬ 
erty. If they do not take to themselves wings 
and fly away—they are taken on wheels and 
rolled away and rapidly too. There is a safe 
line of transportation from the Ohio river to 
Canada—-and hundreds, and hundreds during 
the last year, have bid farewell forever to sla¬ 
very, and taken up their line of march for the 
uorth star, with the death soug of slavery for 
their music on the soul—and loudly they make 
it ring. What a spectacle for the world to 
gaze upon. Hundreds, and hundreds, and 
hundreds of native born citizens of America 
escaping to the land of crowned heads in pur¬ 
suit of liberty. *******

continuing until a late hour, adjourned, until 
Monday of the next week. '1 here are sound 
heads and ready hands, and warm hearts for

3. Resolved, That it is a religious duty 
exercise our political franchise for the aboli¬ 
tion of slavery, and thus prove ourselves wor¬ 
thy to enjoy it, and show that we have confi¬ 
dence in the moral strength of our principles 
and in the blessings of their Omnipotent Au¬ 
thor. 

4. Resolved, That this convention highly 
approve of the nomination of Hon. James 
Appleton at the late A. S. State Convention, 
as candidate for Governor of this State, and 
will sustain him to the extent of our power. 

5. Hesolved, That we consider the circu¬ 
lation of the Liberty Standard, and other an¬ 
ti-slavery papers, to be one of the most im¬ 
portant means by which the abolition cause 
is to be advanced. And that every anti-sla¬ 
very mau should make every possible effort 
for their more extensive circulation. 

6. Resolved, That the slaveholders have 
nurtured a viper at the heart of our liberties, 
have trampled on the constitution and ruth¬ 
lessly violated the rights and interests of the 
nation. They have virtually revolutionized 
the government and have driven us beyond 
the possibility of further retreat. The expel'-' 
iment of tolerating and compromising with 
slavery, has been tried, and is henceforth at 
an end. It shall now be driven to the wall, 
and this land of our fathers’ graves shall be 
cleared of its insufferable reproach,—its mor¬ 
tal foe—its damning sin. By all the powers 
and lawful resources of freemen, American 
slavery now shall give way. 

Although our friends expected from Boston 
vere not present, yet the discussions were 
sustained with much interest and ability .— 
Among the speakers were Messrs. Fessenden, 
Appleton, and Moulton of Portland, Mr. 
Deering of Buxton, Mr. Hillard of Kenne- 
bunk, Mr. Rix of North Yarmouth, and oth¬ 
ers. Their heart-felt appeals in behalf of] 
suffering humanity, justice, and liberty, 
have thrilled the most stupid heart. Perfect 
union and harmony prevailed throughout, and 
e trust the friends of the enslaved retired 
from this meeting with a deeper sense of their 
responsibilities, as well as with a firm resolve 
the attack with renewed 
perseverance upon the expiring monster, sla¬ 
very, and give him no quarter, until his 
bloody footsteps shall be washed from the 
earth, by the warm gushing tears of joyful 
millions rescued from his iron grasp.

CONVENTION AT XV. WATERVILLE.

LIBERTY PAPERS. 

The Worcester Gazette has the following 
remarks respecting the circulation of liberty 
papers, to which we invite particular atten¬ 
tion. It is strange this subject is not viewed 
more extensively in its true light. Every lib¬ 
erty man needs n liberty paper as much as a 
man needs a hoe to hoe his potatoes, or an 
axe to cut his wood. He must have tools .— 
Would every liberty man be induced to take 
a paper we could carry this state for liberty 
in 1848, as our progress has been—and will be 
[just in proportion to the circulation of the an¬ 
tislavery press. 

“Liberty men must patronize Liberty pa¬ 
pers. Nothing is more obvious than that the 
cause cannot advance, so long as our oppo¬ 
nents control most of the newspapers of the 
land, and, from week to week, instil into t' 
minds of their readers the poison of Whig 
Democratic party politics. 

There are multitudes who are heartily sick 
of Southern domineering, and who sincerely 
desire to be rid of the curse of slavery. But 
their papers tell them that fidelity to party is 
a paramount duty,—that if they would effect 
any good object they must wait patiently the 
action of their party leaders. Thus the ben¬ 
evolent feeling which exists and which might 
be made effectual in furthering the cause of] 
Liberty, is mostly sponged up by these dom¬ 
inant parties, which appear to vie with each 
other in subserviency to slaveholding nabobs.

with the blood of millions. Let this be done, 
and the whole work is done. We verily be¬ 
lieve that were all who regard slavery as a 
moral and political evil,—a national curse,— 
to unite their voices and their votes, this Dag- 
on Temple could not stand twelve months, it 
would fall of its own weight. 

What then is the duty of Liberty - 
To sustain Liberty papers. If sincere in vour 
professions, you can make no better appro¬ 
priation than forthe diffusion of light upon this 
subject. Not only take a paper yourself, but 
induce your neighbor to do the same. If he 
wont subscribe, lend him yours, or, what is 
better, subscribe for him. Is not the freedom 
of our country, the liberation of three mil¬ 
lions ofitnmorlal beings from the prison house 
of despair, worth the sacrifice of a few paltry 
dollars? Claim not to be lovers of freedom, 
the friends of the enslaved, while you refuse 
to do or sacrifice for his liberation.”
